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PRODUCTION INDICATIONS 


Reported by Bureau for Corn, Beans, Tomatoes, 
Lima Beans, Cabbage, and Pimientos 


Production indications, as of September 1, for corn, green 
and wax beans, tomatoes, green lima beans, kraut cabbage, 
and pimientos, were reported this week by the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. Indicated production for 1938 of 


these truck crops for commercial manufacture are compared 
with 1937 production in the following table:

Production in 1938 of beets and cucumbers for pickles was 
not estimated, but condition on September 1, 1938, of beets 
for canning was reported to be 85.8 per cent, as compared 
with 79 per cent on September 1, 1937. Condition of cucum- 
bers for pickles was estimated to be 81.5 per cent on Septem- 
her 1, 1938, as compared with 83.6 per cent a year earlier. 


Canners reduced their plantings of sweet corn 27 per cent 
below the 1937 acreage, but yields in prospect on September 
1 were slightly better than the final yields secured in 1937, 
the Bureau reported. The 1938 indicated yields were as 
good as or better than 1937 yields in Maine, Vermont, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
lowa, Nebraska, and Maryland. A total 1938 production of 
973,800 tons was in prospect on September 1 compared with 
978,500 tons harvested in 1937. But the prospective produc- 
tion surpasses the average production for the 1927-36 period 
of 591,600 tons by 34 per cent. 

Total tonnage of green and wax beans in prospect on 
September 1 for manufacture in 1938 declined about 3 per 
cent during the last two weeks of August. A total produc- 
tion of 123,100 tons for 1938 is indicated by reports received 
from canners giving the probable yield and condition of the 
crop on September 1. The production now indicated com- 
pares with 105,300 tons estimated for 1937, and an average 
of 70,400 tons for the preceding 10-year period. 

Tomato production prospects continued the decline in 
condition that was becoming apparent early in August and 
on September 1 a total production for manufacture of 1,439,- 
900 tons was indicated for 1938. Compared with the large 
crop of 1937, this year’s indicated crop is 27 per cent less 
than the 1,973,800 tons harvested last year, and is only 4 per 
cent above the average tonnage of 1,385,600 tons secured for 
the preceding 10-year period. Indiana, Illinois, Maryland, 
Kentucky-Tennessee, and the Ozarks all have suffered from 
the unfavorable growing conditions of the late summer. 
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Sweet Corn 


A production of 793,800 tons of sweet corn for manufac- 
ture is in prospect for 1938, compared with 978,500 tons esti- 
mated for 1937. The tonnage now indicated is 19 per cent 
below the estimated production for 1937, but 34 per cent 
above the average production of 591,600 tons for the pre- 
ceding 10-year period. 

The September 1 indicated yield of 2.33 tons per acre com- 
pares with 2.23 tons estimated for 1937 and an average of

Magruder Takes Office as Wage-Hour Counsel 


Calvert Magruder, who was named general counsel of the 
Wage-Hour Administration this week by Administrator 
Andrews, was installed in his post Friday. Mr. Magruder, 
who has been on the faculty of the Harvard University Law 
School since 1920, was general counsel for the National Labor 
Relations Board in 1934 and 1935. He also was attorney 
for the United States Shipping Board following his 2-year 
service during the war. 


Wisconsin Plans Canned Pea Week 


Announcement is made that Wisconsin will hold a Canned 
Pea Week October 3 to 8, inclusive, with wholesale and retail 
grocer associations of the State participating in the program, 
which will be under the direction of the Wisconsin Agricul- 
tural Authority. The merchandising committee of the Wis- 
consin Canners Association is actively cooperating, and ‘can- 
ners who sell large volumes of peas in the State are being 
asked to contribute to a fund for the sales drive. Details 
of the program will be announced later. 


Pennsylvania Bakery Law | 


The Bakery Law of Pennsylvania, enacted in 1933 and 
amended in 1937, is intended primarily to insure the sanitary 
inspection of bakeries within the State of Pennsylvania. 
However, it applies also to bakery products, including canned 
baked foods, manufactured in other States and offered for 
sale in Pennsylvania. The law applies, for instance, to 
canned macaroni, noodles, alimentary pastes, potato chips, 
and probably to shoestring potatoes and other products of 
that nature. 

Canners of such products are required to secure a license 
for which the fee varies from $5 to $20 according to the 
amount of business done. Blanks necessary for the applica- 
tion for such license may be secured of Elmer E. Harter, Jr., 
Bureau of Foods and Chemistry, Department of Agriculture, 
Harrisburg. 

When dealers are found handling such bakery products for 
which licenses have not been secured they are prosecuted 
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under this law and the fine for the first offense of not less than 
$25 and costs is assessed. For the third and subsequent 
offense, the fine is not less than $500 or more than $1,000 and 
imprisonment is also optional with the court. 


FRUIT CROP PROSPECTS 


Bureau of Agricultural Economics Reports 1938 
Production Estimates 


General crop report, containing production indications as 
of September 1, was released this week by the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. Certain of these estimates of fruit 
crop prospects are of interest to canners, and following are 
excerpts from the report dealing with prospective produc- 
tion of peaches, pears, apricots, plums and prunes, apples, 
cranberries, and citrus fruits: 

Peacnes.—Total peach production for the United States 
is indicated to be 52,780,000 bushels compared with 59,724,- 
000 bushels produced in 1937 and with the 10-year (1927- 
36) average of 52,498,000 bushels. 


Pears.—Indicated pear production is 31,779,000 bushels, 
which is 8 per cent larger than the 1937 production of 29,- 
548,000 bushels and 31 per cent above the 10-year (1927-36) 
average of 24,326,000 bushels. In the Pacific Northwest, 
prospects remained unchanged from a month ago in Oregon, 
while indicated production declined slightly in Washing- 
ton, due to heavy codling moth damage. Orchards in the 
main producing areas of both these States carried good 
crops of both Bartlett and Winter varieties, but consider- 
able quantities of fruit may be allowed to remain unhar- 
vested because of low prices. In California total pear pro- 
duction is indicated to be the same as a month ago. Harvest- 
ing of the California Bartlett crop still is in progress, but 
has been completed in the earlier maturing areas. Prospects 
in New York and Michigan improved during August, and 
production will be well above average in both of these 
States. 


Apricots.—California apricot crop now is indicated to be 
slightly less than was estimated on August 1, with an esti- 
mated total production of 176,000 tons compared with the 
1937 record crop of 311,000 tons, and with the 10-year 
(1927-36) average of 221,600 tons. 


Piums anv Prunes.—Indicated 1938 production of plums 
and prunes for fresh use and for canning in California, 
Oregon, Washington, Idaho, and Michigan totals 150,700 
tons, compared with 133,100 tons in 1937, and the 10-year 
(1927-36) average of 129,510 tons. Prospective production 
of prunes for drying in California, Oregon, and Washington 
is indicated to be 292,500 tons (dry basis) compared with 
256,200 tons in 1937 and the 10-year average of 226,930 tons. 


App.es.—Prospective apple production for the 1938 season 
declined about 2 per cent during August and is now indi- 
cated to be 132,231,000 bushels, compared with 210,673,000 
bushels produced in 1937 and the 10-year (1927-36) average 
of 150,728,000 bushels. Commercial apple production, or 
that part of the total crop which probably will be sold for 
fresh consumption, is placed at 82,187,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 115,501,000 bushels in 1937 and with the 10- 
year average of 92,821,000 bushels. 


Cranpernies.—Prospective production of cranberries in 
1938 as indicated by growing conditions on September | 
totals 529,600 barrels, compared with 877,300 barrels in 1937 
and with the 10-year (1927-36) average of 562,190 barrels. 
The indicated average yield per acre is well below last year 
and is slightly below average. 

Crrraus Frurrs.—Prospects for the 1938-39 marketing 
season showed a slight increase in nearly all areas during 
August. The September 1 condition of oranges is above 
average, and above condition as reported on the same date a 
year ago in all States except in Arizona and Louisiana. 
Condition of grapefruit in Florida and Texas showed little 
change during the month and is above the 10-year (1927. 
36) average. Condition of California grapefruit declined 
during August and is below average. 


Fruits and Vegetables in Cold Storage 


Total holdings of quick-freeze and cold-pack and pre- 
served fruits on September 1 amounted to 150,267,000 
pounds, of which 32,334,000 were reported as “quick-frozen” 
and 117,933,000 “cold-packed”, according to the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. The reported classifications of 
frozen fruits is still incomplete, 3,895,000 pounds of the 
total “quick-freeze” and 28,928,000 pounds of “cold-pack” 
being unclassified. 

Stocks of frozen vegetables increased during August by 
slightly more than 14,000,000 pounds. Of the 59,963,000 
pounds reported, 5,409,000 pounds were unclassified. 
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TRUCK CROP PROSPECTS 


Bureau Issues Summary of Early September 
Estimates on Production 


Production prospects for the 1938 season of seven crops 
in the late States indicate increases over the 1937 and the 
10-year (1927-36) average production on all crops except 
beets in Pennsylvania, the Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
reported in its general summary of early September pros- 
pects for commercial truck crops for shipment. Increases 
over 1937 ranged from 4 per cent on late onions to 55 per 
cent on all late cabbage, including that from which the 
production will be taken for the manufacture of kraut. 
Production of celery in the first section of late States, green 
peas in California, other than the Imperial Valley, and Utah, 
and tomatoes in Southern California are expected to be 
one-fifth larger than the 1937 production. There is an in- 
crease of 10 per cent in the production of carrots expected 
in the late States. Indications for all of these crops are well 
above average. 


Acreages reported for three late (fall) crops show in- 
creases over 1937 of 3 per cent in cauliflower on Long Island, 
N. Y., and 13 per cent in celery in the second section of late 
States, but a decrease of 10 per cent in fall crop lettuce. The 
lettuce acreage, however, is the same as the 10-year average 
acreage, while the acreage of cauliflower is 24 per cent larger, 
and celery 54 per cent larger than average. 


Fall and winter crop acreages of artichokes, cabbage, and 
celery from which the earliest new-crop shipments for the 
1939 season will come, are reported to be slightly below 
those of a year ago, but well above the 10-year average acre- 
age. There are indicated decreases below last season's acre- 
age of 1 per cent in the acreage of artichokes in California, 
5 per cent in fall and winter crop celery in California, and 
10 per cent in fall crop cabbage in South Carolina and the 
Norfolk district of Virginia. 


Dry Edible Bean Production Estimated 


Indicated production of dry edible beans in 1938 was 
reported by the Bureau of Agricultural Economies, in its 
general crop report as of September 1, to be 14,209,000 bags. 
This is slightly lower than last month's forecast, but has been 
exceeded by crops of only two other years, those of 1935 and 
1937, 

indicated yield per acre is 840.3 pounds, which is only 2.5 
pounds per acre lower than was indicated a month ago. 
Lost year’s yield was 920 pounds and the 10-year (1927-36) 
average is 699 pounds per acre. Yield prospects declined 
Uirough the Western States, except in Idaho, Montana, and 
Oregon. The declines were nearly offset by slightly higher 
indieated yields in Idaho and Michigan. 


Chain Grocery Store Sales for August 


Daily average sales of chain grocery stores for August were 
about 24% per cent below the dollar volume for August, 1937, 
according to the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. 
Sules for August decreased by about the usual seasonal 
amount from July. Sales for the first 8 months of the year 
were about 3 per cent below those for the same period of 1937. 


Department Store Sales in August 


Department store sales showed less than the usual seasonal 
increase from July to August, according to a preliminary 
report from the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System. Total sales in August were 6 per cent less, and in 
the first 8 months of the year were 10 per cent less, than in 
the corresponding periods of 1937. 


Higher Charge Proposed for Loading in Transit 

Public hearing will be held Tuesday, September 20, at 
Buffalo, N. Y., on a proposal by Eastern carriers to increase 
the charge per car for each stop-off in transit to partially 
unload, or to complete loading, of all carload freight except 
coal and coke. The carriers propose to increase the charge 
for this service from the present rate of $6.93 to $10 per car. 

The hearing will begin at 2 p. m., Eastern Daylight Saving 
Time, and will be held in the Hotel Statler. First scheduled 
for September 21, the hearing was advanced a day “because 
of large number of advices of interest.” 

The rate-increase proposal and hearing were announced 
by the respective chairmen of the Trunk Line Freight Traffic 
Managers Committee, the Central Freight Association, and 
the New England Freight Association. 

Inasmuch as approval of this proposal in Eastern terri- 
tory would mean probable extension of the increase to South- 
ern and Western territories, canners who may not be able to 
attend the hearing, may express their opinions by writing 
them to N. W. Hawkes, chairman, Trunk Line Freight Traffic 
Managers Committee, 143 Liberty Street, New York, N. Y. 


Report Issued on “Invisible” Sugar Supplies 


Preliminary summary of data obtained from schedules of 
“invisible” supplies of sugar in the United States was issued 
this week by the Agricultural Adjustment Administration's 
sugar section. Refineries, factories, importers, and sugar 
producing companies were asked by the sugar. section to 
supply the names of all persons or firms to whom they 
delivered sugar in excess of 2,500 bags during 1937. In- 
ventory forms for data on quarterly stocks of sugar on hand 
were sent by AAA to the 4,491 firms listed, whose purchases 
of sugar are said by the Department of Agriculture to rep- 
resent 81.8 per cent of the total 1937 deliveries of sugar. 
Out of this total, 1,400 forms have been received by the sugar 
section to date, of which 1,261 contained data for March 
31, 1938 and past periods, and 823 contained data for March 
31, and June 30, 1938. During 1937, the 1,261 firms handled 
approximately 29 per cent of all sugar distributed by the 
cane sugar refineries, beet sugar factories, etc., to sugar con- 
suming firms. 

Canners buying more than 2,500 bags of sugar during 
1937 were among the firms which the sugar section has asked 
to report quarterly on sugar stocks on hand, The section 
announced that the information is required to find facts with 
respect to actual sugar consumption, in order that the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture can accurately determine consumption 
requirements and establish quotas for various sugar produc- 
ing areas supplying the United States market. 
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Florida and Texas Grapefruit Juice Bought 


Purchases of canned grapefruit juice in Florida and Texas 
totaled the equivalent of 472,611 cases of No. 2 cans, the 
Federal Surplus Commodities Corporation has announced. 
Purchases were made the first week in September, and up to 
September 15 the FSCC had shipped 6,772 cases from Florida, 
and 202,520 cases from Texas, to State relief agencies for 
distribution. 


Purchases were made from canners on an allotment basis, 
established on August 1 inventories of Florida and Texas 
grapefruit juice canners, Sixteen canners in Florida re- 
ported statistics on July sales and prices and 1937-38 pack 
and stocks, and all Texas grapefruit juice canners reported 
this information, the FSCC announced. 


Net price paid Texas canners for unsweetened juice was 
51% cents per dozen No. 2's. Florida canners received net 
price of 574% cents per dozen for unsweetened juice, and 
60 cents per dozen for sweetened juice. Prices in each State 
were based on the average sales prices for July, less maximum 
discounts. 


FSCC Distributes Ozark Canned Tomatoes 


Total of 49,607 cases of canned tomatoes bought in the 
Ozarks by the Federal Surplus Commodities Corporation had 
been shipped to State relief agencies for distribution up to 
September 15. These shipments included 47,807 cases of 
No. 2's, and 1,800 cases of No. 24's. Acceptances by the 
FSCC of offers of Ozark canners to sell, totaled 142,475 
cases of No, 2's, 1,800 cases of No. 24's and 3,800 cases of 
No. 10's. 

However, offers to sell of 47,830 cases of tomatoes were 
withdrawn by canners and their agents. In addition, over 
45,500 cases, all sizes, were rejected because they were not 
up to standards specified by the FSCC in its acceptance of 
offers. 


Pear Growers to Vote on Order 


Winter pear growers of Oregon, Washington, and Cali- 
fornia will vote in a referendum by mail, which ends Sep- 
tember 19, on the issuance of an order supplementing a pro- 
posed marketing agreement program to regulate the handling 
of Anjou, Boxc, Winter Nelis, Comice, Easter, and Clairgeau 
pears in interstate commerce. At the same time, the pro- 
posed marketing agreement will be submitted to handlers for 
their signatures. 


FSCC Buying Surplus Prunes 


Surplus fresh prunes are being bought by the Federal 
Surplus Commodities Corporation in Oregon and Washing- 
ton. The announcement stated that “production in the 
area covered by the marketing agreement, while not excessive 
when compared with long-time averages, is half again as 
large as in 1937.” 


Amended Texas Citrus Order Approved 


Final approval and issuance of an order requiring handlers 
to comply with an amended marketing agreement program 


for oranges and grapefruit grown in three Texas counties 
was announced this week, and will become effective imme- 
diately. 


Tomato Canning Season Starts in Naples 


Canning of tomatoes in the Naples district began about the 
middle of August, according to the American consulate- 
general in Naples, who reported that at that time all can- 
neries were running at full capacity and seemed likely to 
continue so during the season. It is estimated that about 20 
per cent more peeled tomatoes will be canned this season 
compared with a year ago, and that the tomato sauce output 
will be about the same. 


This season's tomato crop is reported somewhat larger than 
last year's and the price at the field is 20 lire (1 lire equals 
about 5 cents) per quintal for the long variety and from 10 
to 15 lire for the common variety, which is used for making 
sauce. English orders have been moderate, and those from 
the United States small, but the eventual demand from each 
country is expected to be about normal provided present 
prices are not increased. Last year’s canned tomato products 
stocks have been nearly cleaned up. 

Exports to the United States from Naples during July, 
1938, included 1,628,448 pounds of peeled tomatoes and 
672,462 pounds of sauce, a total of 2,300,910 pounds. This 
compares with 4,106,732 pounds in June, 1938, and 2,178,228 
pounds in July, 1937.

Cold Storage Holdings of Fishery Products 


Cold storage holdings of fishery products in the United 
States on August 15 were 14 per cent greater than a year ago, 
and 22 per cent greater than the 5-year average, according to 
the Bureau of Fisheries. 

Holdings on August 15 amounted to 75,392,000 pounds, 
compared with 66,204,000 pounds on August 15, 1937, and 
the 5-year average of 61,624,000 pounds. During the month 
ended August 15, 20,884,000 pounds of fishery products were 
frozen compared with 16,847,000 pounds frozen in the corre 
sponding period of 1937.

Greenbelt Buying Club Hears Miss Atwater 


Members of the Better Buying Club of the new Federal 
housing project at Greenbelt, Md., were given information on 
commercial canning and shown lantern slides illustrating the 
talk on September 9 by Miss Ruth Atwater of the Association’s 
Home Economics Division. About 125 men and women were 
present at the talk, and Miss Atwater reports that they ap- 
peared pleased to receive copies of the bulletin, “Information 
for the Canned Foods Shopper,” and to hear the facts about 
commercially canned foods. 

All merchandising in the community is handled by local 
cooperative enterprises. About 900 families, including about 


3,000 persons, live in Greenbelt, which is situated a few miles 
from Washington. 


FSCC Authorized to Buy Cotton for Mattresses 


Authority to purchaee up to 50,000 bales of raw cotton, 
and up to 14,000,000 yards of cotton fabric, to be donated 
to welfare administrations in various States for making mat- 
tresses and comforters for distribution to relief families, was 
granted the Federal Surplus Commodities Corporation this 
week. Total cost of the purchases is limited to $3,500,000.

Green and Wax Beans 

The 1938 yield of 1.73 tons per acre, as indicated on 
September 1, compares with 1.67 tons estimated for 1937, 
and |.45 tons per acre, the average for the preceding 10-year 
period. A favorable growing season for beans has prevailed 
in practically all of the important States, and a record ton- 
nage is in prospect from the 71,040 acres planted to the crop 
for manufacture, and prospects of above average yields 
per acre,

Tomatoes 


A reduction of 5 per cent since August 15 in the produc- 
tion of tomatoes for manufacture is indicated by reports on 
the condition of the crop and probable yields on September 1. 
Since August 15, the 1938 yield prospects have declined as 
well and the September 1 reports indicate a yield of 3.68 
tons per acre compared with 4.38 tons for 1937 and 4.09 tons 
per acre, the average yield for the 10-year period. Crop 
prospects on September 1 were somewhat less favorable in 
Indiana, Illinois, the Ozarks, Maryland, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee and Colorado than they were on August 15. 
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Green Lima Beans 


Total 1938 production of green lima beans for manufac- 
ture, including freezing, is expected to be 24,900 tons. This 
estimate is based on reports received from canners and 
frozen pack operators giving the probable yield and condition 
of the crop on September 1. The production indicated com- 
pares with 22,840 tons estimated for 1937 and an average 
production for the preceding 8-year (1929-36) period of 
14,080 tons. 


The yield indicated by September 1 reports is 980 pounds 
per acre. The yield estimated for 1937 was 1,065 pounds and 
for the preceding 8-year period, yields averaged 1,110 pounds 
per acre. While the acreage planted to green lima beans 
for manufacture in 1938 is the largest on record, yields in 
prospect in the States of New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, 
and Virginia fail to equal the 1937 yields or the average 
yields in the respective States for the preceding 8-year period. 
Better than average yields were in prospect on September 1 
in Michigan and Wisconsin, however.

Kraut Cabbage 


Kraut packers reporting to the Bureau on probable yields 
and condition of the crop on September 1, indicate a total 
production for 1938 of 238,600 tons for processing. The 
September 1 indicated production compares with 153,200 
tons estimated for 1937 and an average of 154,700 tons for 
the preceding 10-year period. 

The yield indicated by the September 1 reports of 9.54 tons 
per acre compares with 6.12 tons secured in 1937 and an 
average for the preceding 10-year (1927-36) period of 8.22 
tons per acre. Growing conditions have been favorable for 
yields somewhat above average in New York State, Illinois, 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota. 


The total of 238,600 tons indicated for 1938 includes the 
tonnage expected from the open market and contract acreages. 
Allowance was made for the open-market acreage and ton- 
nage according to the past relationship between contract 
and open market tonnages and in line with packers’ previous 
reports on the percentage of the total kraut cabbage re- 
quirements which they expect to obtain by purchase on the 
open market in 1938.

Pimientos 


A 1938 prospective production of 23,590 tons of pimientos 
for manufacture compares with 19,030 tons estimated for 
1937 and an average of 14,860 tons for the 10-year (1927-36) 
period. The September 1 indicated production for Cali- 
fornia and Georgia exceeds the previous record production 
of 19,570 tons estimated for 1935 by 20 per cent, accord- 
ing to the Bureau. 


The 1938 yields indicated on September 1 of 1.26 tons 
per acre compare with 1.56 tons estimated for 1937 and an 
average of 1.68 tons for the preceding 10-year period. Hot, 
dry weather is reducing yield prospects in Georgia. In 
California, indications point to a crop better than average, 
though not equal to the 1937 yields. 


Cuban Pineapple Production in 1938 


Unofficial trade estimates are that the 1938 Cuban pine: 
apple pack totaled 249,000 cases, of which about 80 per cent 
consisted of crushed pineapples in No. 10 tins, and the 
remainder of sliced pineapples, grocery sizes, according to 
a report from the office of the American commercial attache 
at Havana. The 1937 pineapple pack totaled 167,418 cases.
